M. Taitinger, who was visibly 
moved by the deaths of his three 
comrades in the Montmartre fight- 
ing, sald: 

“No politiéal. possession justifies 
murders. During the meeting at 
which M. Hillerand, former Presi- 
dent of France, spoke nothing oc- 
curred. The horrible scene of 
savagery and ambush was wen 
organized. A Communist leader 
eried, First centurio, fire. Pistole 
barked and dead and wounded 
dropped. 

“We have no complaint against 
the police except that insufficient 
numbers were present. 

“All parties are menaced and 
everybody must look out. The 
plans for the Communist mobiliza- 
tion and uprising are known to the 
glvernment.

The charge of iracy against 
Directors Rose, Atem and Pound 
is the most comprehensive in the 
accusation filed against the di- 
rector. It charges that 
wilfully, corruptiy, maliciously and 
fraudulently conspired with the 
said ira Aten and the said Earl 
Pound to take the management and 
conduct of business and affairs of 
the irrigation district, and employ- 
ment and appointment of the 
necessary agents, officers and 
employees, and the selection 
of the same out of the hends 
of the duly and legally pro- 
vided board of directors of the 
Imperial Irrigation District. and

In 
addition to this, the chairman is 
asserted to have attempted to awe 
and restrain C. E. Guest, who was 
then a division superintendent of 
the irrigation district, from vot- 
ing as he saw fit in the recent 
irrigation district election and also 
that he attempted to restrain oth. 
er employees of the district in 
regard to their voting. 

It it a significant fact that Su- 
perinténdent Guest was recently 
discharged by the directors. 

Director Ira Aten is likewise ac- 
cused of attempting to hinder and 
deter voters in the Calipatria di- 
vision from voting as they raw 
fit and through one Sofia Hume 
the director i= asserted to have 
urged certain district enipiovees to 
vote for W. 0. Bier as against 
Jonu T. Ceilins fcr District Direc- 
tor. Blair was elected by a sub- 
stantial majority over Collins. Di- 
tector Aten is also eccused of uid- 
ing in the assérted improper and 
Illegal expenditure of district fund« 
and also being a member of the 
conspiracy wi Rove and Pound 
that is fully described in the Ruse 
accusation.

ONLY ONE CHARGE 


There is only one charge against 
Director W. Brockman, and

The action by the Imperial 


county grand jury was foreshad- 
owed last January when it became 
known that an official investiga- 


tion was under way. A year ago 


it was disclosed in Washington 
that the expense bill of Imperial 
water-users for the stimulation of 
legislation totaled to that time 
more than $500,000. This was ad- 
mitted by Céngressman Swing to 
the Arid Lands Committee of the 
House of Representatives. In con- 
nection with irrigation district 
election early this year, it was 
charged that Mark Rose had 
charged against the district 
$8309.54 in addition to his sal- 
ary between June 6, 1923, and De- 
cember 3, 1924. Part of this ex- 
pense bill was in connection with 
trips to Washington lobbying for 
the All-American Canal. 


POLITICS BOOSTS CO8s8TS 
Imperial Valley farmers have 
been beset with difficulties and 
their water costs have steadily 
mounted ever since their water 
affaires passed into political control 
through the formation of the Im- 
perial Irrigation District, twelve 
years ago. Mark Rose has been a 
center of controversy for ny 
years during which time he has 
many times been charged by resi- 
dents of the valley with using his 
position as director of the dis- 
trict board to further his personal 
interests. He has been the leader 
of the advocates of the All-Ameri- 
can Canal which would provide 
water for his east-side mesa lands 
even though it is obviously a di- 
version and not a 
project and which would impose a 


financial burden on 


the landowners of the valley. 


MAJORITY OPPOSED 
Landowners representing a ma- 


jority of the lands in the valley 
and organized as the Colorado Riv- 
er Control Club, have vigorously 
combatted the All-American Canal 
rider to Colorado River legislation, 
yet Director Rose and others have 
continued to spend the district's 
money to further their project in 
defiance of these landowners whose 
interests they are sworn to pro- 
tect. 

Long before the present grand 
jury investigation, Imperial 
ley landowners were exasperated 
with a situation. which caused 
them to de unduly assessed at the 
behest of politicians and they 
openly charged that Mark Rose 
wanted the All-American Canal to 
water hie eastside lands and that 
he wanted the Imperial Valley 
farmers to pay for It. 

The situation is remarkable when 
it ia considered that owners of a 
majority of Imperial Valley lands 
are opposed to the All- American 
Canal féature of the Swing-John- 
son bill,

PLANS LAID 
FOR CEMENT 
PLANT HERE 


Million-Dollar Project for 
Harbor is Said to be Well 
Under Way 


Plans are said to be nearly com- 
plete for the erection of a cement 
plant, costing $760,000 to $1,000,- 
000 in the Palos Verdes Hills, half 
a mile west of Los Angeles Har- 
bor. The announcement was made 
yesterday by L. C. Mott, vice-prest- 
dent of the Western Metal Com- 
pany, who said financing now be- 
ing worked out would call for a 
$1,500,000 corporation. 

Mr. Mott said he has a ten-year 
lease with option to purchase, on 
fifty acres, on which 2,400,000 tons 
of marl, the raw material from 
which concrete is made, laid bare 
for immediate use. 

On the site, he proposes to 
erect a mill with a capacity of 
2000 to 2500 barrels daily, which he 
says can be marketed readily in 
Southern California, at prices 
which would supplant almost an 
equal amount being shipped into the 
harbor from Europe. Phospate 
rock from which fertilizer can be 
made, and other minerals utilizable 
in mixed mortars, also are said to 
be on the ground.

SHARPE FACES WITNESSES 


Two Unable to Positively Link Suspect to Slaying 
of Rich Divercee; Seeks Habeas Corpus Writ 


The first of these was Joe 
Sempers, proprietor of the Venice 


Toggery, 5961 Windward avenue, 
Venice. Sempers told the police 
that a man with a bloody collar 
had stopped in his shop Wednes- 
day morning, shortly after the body 
of Mrs. Unternahrer had been 
found, and purchased a clean col- 
lar. The man was extremely nerv- 
ous, Sempers said, and the shop 
keeper helped him on with the 
neckwear, while the customer re- 
lated the finding of the body. 
Semper, however, was unable to 
identify Sharpe as the man when 
the latter was lined up with other 
prisoners in the City Jail, and ex- 
pressed the opinion later that 
Sharpe was not the man. 
The second witness was Dr. B.

The voter, is given to understand in so many words that, 
except for Mr. Cryer, there would gow be no new charter. 

The impression is left in his mind that the Board of Free- 
holders, which labored for six months to write and perfect our 
new municipal constitution, were merely figureheads—that the 
man who really conceived and brought into being the charter 
was Mr. Cryer; that, single-handed, he battled against great 


odds to achieve a new palladium of our civic liberties; that he 
ought to be given a third term so that he can personally over- 
see initial operations of his brain-child; that no one else is 


so well qualified, by days and nights and weeks and months 
of arduous toil over the charter, to launch the new city gov- 
ernment therein provided for. : 

The fact is that Mayor Cryer had as little to do with get- 
ting the new charter as was possible for anyone to have 
occupying the Mayor’s chair. | 

For three years the old charter was the Mayor's official 
whipping boy. He blamed it for most of the things which 
went wrong in the city's business—things usually traceable to 
the ineptitude and indifference which characterized the Mayor 
and his political appointees. 

During his campaigns for election in 1921 and for re- 
election two years ago the Mayor made several speeches urging 
a new charter. It was, in fact, the issue on which he was re- 
elected. He pledged his best and most vigorous and unre- 
mitting efforts to the securing of a new city constitution which 
should be all the old one was not. ; 

After each election the Mayor lost interest in the subject 
of charters—except to blame the old one from time to time as 
need arose. 

The first actual move to get the present new charter came 
on September 13, 1922. The initiative was taken, not by the 
Mayor but by the Chamber of Commerce and the Business 
Men’s Co-Operative Association. A conference was conducted 
on that date. 

The Mayor was not present nor was he represented. ) 

Another conference was conducted on September 19, by 
which time the undertaking had been well advertised in the 


Again the Mayor did not attend nor was he represented. 


As a result of these conference, the City Council, on mo- 
tion of Councilman Allan, called for the election of a Board of 


Freeholders, which was done the following June. Fourteen of 
the fifteen citizens elected were on the list suggested by the 
Chamber of Commerce. Mayor Cryer made no suggestions. 
He was not heard from at all. | 

The Board of Freeholders organized in July. Their delib- 
erations occupied approximately six months. During that time 
roughly 100 meetings were conducted, including those of the 

In view of his pledges and of his great pre-election interest 
in the subject, it would be expected that the Mayor would have 
taken a prominent part in advising the Freeholders as to the 
city’s charter needs of which, when they started work, those 
private citizens knew little. 

The record shows that the Mayor attended one meeting, 
not on his own initiative but at the request of the Freeholders. 

It further shows that on that occasion, July 12, 1923, Mayor 
Cryer made two—and no more—recommendations as to fea- 
tures to be incorporated in the new charter... 

Both of them were rejected. 25 

‘The first thing the Mayor wanted put in the charter was a 
provision which would abolish the Council’s power of review 
of the Mayor’s appointments and removals of subordinates from 
office; in other words, making the Mayor absolute dictator, 
without check, of the city’s appointive offices political 
machine-building device without peer. The Mayor had al- 
ready tried to reward Kent K. Parrot, his campaign man- 
ager, with appointments as City Prosecutor and Public Service 
Commissioner, successively, and the Council had declined to 
€onfirm either. Likewise the Council negatived the Mayor's 
appointment of an ex-janitor to the Harbor Commission and 
of a former employee of H. H. Kinney, the Mayor’s secretary, 
to the Police Commission. ee 

Even Dr. John R. Haynes, freeholder, frowned upon the 
Mayor’s ambition to become the czar of the city’s official per- 

Tue Mayor's second recommendation for the charter was 
that the police and fire departments should be placed in charge 
of a single commissioner each—of course, to be appointed by 
the Mayor. 

The Freeholders likewise disapproved this second effort to 
centralize power in the Mayor’s office. Instead, they increased 
the number of fire and police commissioners from three to five 
each—and took the Mayor off both boards. 

And there began and ended the labors of Mayor Cryer for

TEXT OF ORATION 
FOR THIRD PLACE 


The oration of Frank A. Colston 
of Moorpark High School on “The 
Constitution,” which won for him 
third piace in The Times Grand 
Finals of the National Oratorical 
Contest at Los Angeles igh 
School last night follows: 

On March (ot this year the stu- 
dent body of the litle high school 
at Moorpark listened with breath- 
leas interest to the voice of the ven- 
erable Chief Justice of our Federal 
Supreme Court as he administered 
the oath of office to the President 
of the United States. We listened 
to the band marching down beauti- 
ful Pennsylvania avenue; we heard 
the clapping of hands, the cheer- 
ing of the great multitudes assem- 
bled for the occasion; we listened 
with reverential awe to the clear 
and distinct voice of our President, 
as he outlined for the nation the 
policies of his administration. 

One hundred and thirty-eight 
years hag passed since the curtain 
fell, announcing the completion, as 
far as the delegates were con- 
cerned, of that document known 
to the world as the Constitution of 
the United States. “I am not sure,” 
mused Mr. Franklin on that Sep- 
tember day, 1787, “as to whether 
ours is a or a setting sun.“ 
On March 4, 1925, the world los- 
tened while Calvin Coolidge swore 
to protect, preserve. and defend 
that same instrument, the great 
anchor which, through these years 
has held our ship of state to its 
ancient moorings. 

While we rejoiced on that day 
that we were Americans, our 
thoughts traveled back over the 
pages of history to that assembly 
which met in Philadelphia on the 
second Monday of May, 1787. to 
devise such provisions as shall ap- 
pear necessary to render the Con- 
stitution of the Federal govern- 
ment adequate to the exigencies of 
the Union.” Timely indeed was this 
convention, for as yet we were a 
nation without a state. Like Ger- 


Bismarck and Cavour, we were but 
a geographic expression. Our 
frail] ship of state was being tossed 
at will upon chaotic waters. Un- 
der the articles of confederation 
the Union was truly “a rope of 
sand,” 

Aft four months of untiring 
work, months in which the destiny 
of the nation hung as if upon a 
thread, law was substituted for vi- 
olence; cosmos for chaos. For a 
league of emancipated colonies 
Grifting into anarchy, a strong 
workable Federal government was 
substituted, and born was that 
which still is, and doubtless will be 
for generationg to come, the su- 
preme law of the ; 

Some one has said, “under the 
Constitution, governmental power 
is like ancient Gaul divided into 
three parts.” The first is the set of 
powers granted to the central gov- 
ernment, the second that reserved 
to the States, and third and most 
important of all, powers reserved 
to the people. Sixty-five powers are 


|siven to the Federal government 


and seventy-nine are withheld, of 
which thirteen are denied both to 
that government and to the con- 
stituent States. Forty-three of the 
sixty-five powers given to the Fed- 
eral government are expressly de- 
nied to the States, while in eight- 
— powers the grant is concur- 
rent. 

Our Fathers in building the Con- 
stitution provided for two houses 
of Congress, each independent of 
the other and yet dependent. They 
provided for an executive with 
large powers, and placed the veto 
in his hands. They also established 
a Federal judiciary as the last link, 
and in many respects the strongest 
in this great triumvirate of depart- 
ments. 

The American nation bas at- 
tempted, for over a century and a 
quarter to solve vast and unprece- 
dented problems of government. It 
has been a gigantic period, a pe- 
riod of bitter party strife. Like 
the waves of a mighty ocean the 
furious storms of discontent have 
lashed the waters of public opin- 
ion into a violent and angry mood. 
But always the Supreme Court of 
the United States has stood as a 
giant buttress against all this. 
Thankful indeed are we that this 
division of powers—legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial, was promul- 
gated and established by the fgam- 
ers of the Constitution. 

With Dr. Johnson, we know that 
the stream of time which has 
washed away the fabric of many 
other paper constitutions has left 
almost untouched the great Ameri- 
can document. Except for the first 
ten amendments, which were vir- 
tually a part of the original char- 
ter, only nine others have been 
adopted in more than 130 years, 
What other form of government 
has better stood the test of time? 
The reason for this stability is 
easily ascertained. Men have spo- 


ken of our Constitution as a ud 


many and Italy before the work of 


den inspiration or revelation—the 


most wonderful instrument struck 
off at a given time by the brain 
and purpose of man. It is no dis- 
paragement to the Constitution to 
gay that such is not the case. The 
Constitution was not created in the 
laboratory at Independence Hall. 
It was created out of life's labora- 
tory. It was well for posterity that 
the document was not a sudden in- 
spiration, but a most laborious 
achievement. It was well for 
America that every clause of it 
grew out of the problems with 
which the colonies in general and 
the Articles of Confederation in 
particular were confronted. 

The framers of our Constitution 
were practical men. The charter 
which they handed down to pos- 
terity wae a practical instrument; 
the American people are a prac- 
tical people. These three funda- 
mentals explain why it is that we 
still operate under that time-hon- 
ored document. 

While it is true that the text of 
the instrument has suffered but 
little change, yet it would be man- 
ifest error to suggest that in its 
development by practical applica- 
tion the Constitution has not un- 
dergone great changes. 

Chief Justice Marshall said in 
one of his great opinions, “The 
Constitution was intended to en- 
dure for ages to come, and con- 
sequently to be adapted to the 
various crisés of human affairs. To 
have prescribed the means by 
which government should in all fu- 
ture time execute ite powers, would 
have been to change entirely the 
character of the instrument and 
to give it the properties of a legal 
code, It would have been an un- 
wise attempt, to provide by im- 
mutable rule for exigencies which, 
if foreseen at all, must have been 
foreseen dimly and can be better 
provided for as they come.” re 

And so it is that the Constitution 
has developed by successive gen- 
erations. When Washington took 
the oath of office as the first Pres- 
ident of the United States the work 
of the Constitution building was 
only beginning. Bitter disagree- 
ment in the convention between 
those who wished to create a pow- 
erful national state on the one hand 
and those who wished to create @ 
mere league of States on the other 
was destined to continue long after 
1789. Civil war, bloodshed, recon- 
struction—all of this was necessary 
before we were to know whether 
ours was a rising or a setting sun. 

A great cHangd has come over 
thie nation of ours in the past 135 
years. We have “annihilated both 
time and space.” We have passed 
from the age of the oxen to the 
age of steam, electricity and alr. 
We have stepped over all natural 
barriers; we have subdued a vast 
continent even to the Pacific. From 
thirteen loosely united colonies we 
have grown into a mighty nation. 
The world listens today when 
America speaks. Grateful are we 
that the Constitution of the United 
States has survived those epoch- 
making changes. We rejoice as 
did President Cleveland on the 
event of the hundredth anniversary 
of our government when he said: 
“When we look down these years 
and see the origin ot our Constitu- 
tion, when we contemplate all its 
trials and triumphs, when we re- 
alize how completely the principles 
upon which it is based have met 
every need and every national per- 
fl, how devoutly should we say 


affairs of men,’ and how solemn 
should be the thought that to us 
is delivered this ark of the peoples 
covenant, and to us is given the 
duty to shield it from impious 
hands. It comes to us sealed with 
the test of the century. It has 
been found sufficient in the past, 
it will be found sumolent in all the 
years to come, if the American 
people are true to their trust.“ 

Let it not be said of us that we 
failed in our responsibility. Let 
us hand to the succeeding genera- 
tions that lighted torch which has 
so brilliantly illuminated America’s 
pathway. If that be done, sue- 
ceeding generations will continue 
to sing:

This 
inflammation may follow tubercu- 
losis, pneumonia, typhoid or other 
diseases, but the most frequent 
cause is the inflammation of the 
ears themselves, which in turn’ 
may come from bad colds. 

In acute cases, the first symp- 
tom is intense pain behind the ear 
and often the whole side of the 
head.

If there is no free drainage from 
the ear, there may be some dan- 
ger of this inflammation burrow- 
ing up into the brain If the 
drum is not already punctured.

Judge McLucas Hands Down | 
Condemnation Findings 


Total Cost of Property to be 
Close to $3,250,000 


Way Cleared for Beginning of 
Construction Work 


Paving the way for actual con- 
struction work to be started on the 
proposed new City Hall, Judge Mo- 
Lucas of Superior Court yesterday 
handed down his findings on the 
prices the city is to pay for par- 
cels of land, bulldings and lease- 
holds to be condemned to make 
way for the ony new municipal 
home.. 


Total cost of the property con- 
demned, as astablished from the 
report of the board of referees 
and the decision of Judge McLiucas, 
ia approximately $3,250,000. With 
the completion of the court's find- 
ings, the city is now in a posi- 
tion to take immediate possession 
of the thirty parcels of land and 
seventy-five buildings and lease- 
5 situated in the condemned 


THREE OBJECTORS 

Only three land owners objected 
to the awards recommended by the 
board of referees, * comprised of 
Paul Crippen, J. O. Bell and W- 
lard L. Goodwin. Approximately 
fifty of the leasehold owners en- 
tered protests, but the findings of 
Judge McLucas, in most cases did 
not vary more than 5 per cent in 
the total prices to be paid. 

The landowners who filed 'pro- 
tests were the Lichtenberger Com- 
Caroline Lankershim and 
la C. Maxwell. Under Judge 

s's decision, the award of 
the Lichtenberger Compeny was in- 
creased from $263,557 to $277,483; 
that of Caroline Lankershim from 
$187,634 to $201,022, and that of 
Amelia Maxwell from $22,631 to 
$23,658. 


SEPARATE AWARDS 


Separate awards were made for 
each piece of property or leasehold 
affected, the largest total award 
being that granted the Bank of 
Italy for the Bank of Italy Inter- 
national Bullding and the property 
on which it is located at North 
Spring and Temple streets. Value 
of the land and bulldine was 
fixed at $831,116 and the fixtures 
at $29,313, making a total of 5860. 
429. s second largest award 
was made to the Security Trust 
and Savings Bank for the Equitable 
Bank Building and property at 
First and Spring *treets. The 
Price to be paid on this property 
was fixed at $305,800. 

It was stated yesterday that the 
findings of Judge MclLucas will 
serve as a final judgment of the 
local Superior Court, although 
either the property or leasehold 
owners or the city has the right 
of appeal to a higher court.
